If Herrera and his troops have 
joined Villa, some officials believe 
other Carranza commanders and 
troops may quickly follow their 
exampte. In such an event the 
United States and the de facto 
governumeut of Mexico would find 
themselves coufronted with a situ- 
ution 80 serious that ite possibili- 
ties hardly cotitd be estimated. 
The. troops under Herrera are said 
to be the best equipped in north- 
ern Mexico aud well supplied with 
ammuuition.

GERMANS PREPARED 
TO EXCHANGE 
DOCTOR BELAND 


Ottawa, March 16.—News tas 
been received here as to the like- 
lihood of the return to freedom 
of Dr. Beland, Canada’s member 
of parliament, who has been a 
German prisoner ever since the 
Germans took Brussels over a 
yeary and a half ago. 

Hon. Mr.e Dandurand, who is 
the chairman of the Canadian 
group of inter-parliamentary un- 
ion, has received-from Mr. C. L. 
Lange, the general secretary of 
the union, a, letter written ftom 
Christiania, Norway, under date 
of February 11, in which the 
latter says : 

“T have pleasure in informing 
you that Herr, John Gheim, 
director of the Reichstag’s bvr- 
eau, and permanent secretary of 
the German _ inter-parliament ary 
group writes ‘me dn @ letter 
dated January 20 as follows : 

«Dr, Beland, is still at the 
Stadtvoghei. He has been 
terned because he is English. He 
has been permitted to choose be- 
tween’ the interment camp at 
Ruhken and at Stadtvoghei, and 
he bas preferred to remain 4 
Stadtvoghei.

How . the ‘te Standing the 
Strain; aia an idea of the 
Future a 
‘By W. 8. Dtmnick, in Monetary 
Times) 


Writing in the Monetary. Times, I 
‘gald a year ago that a big crop in 
1915 meant in itself gure prosperity 
for Canada. That was my opinion, 
notwithstanding the fact that we were 
then assailed by doubts and discour- 
agements. The outlook was,clouded. 
and but little light ahead. Look, how- 
ever, at the state of affairs today and 
a wonderful improvement is apaprent. 
“We have been blessed with the bounti- 
ful crop we hoped for, we are getting 
good prices for it*and no one would 
dare to assail the general opinion 
that the splendid measure of prosper- 
it- which exist throughout the country 
is based largely upon the results of 
the work of the farming community. 
In itself the big crop spelled good 
times. On top of it has come the 
munition business, the extent of which 
no one was oracle enough to foretell 
a year ago. 

We all appreciate the fact that in- 
tense agricultural production is essen- 
tial to our carrying on the war ina 
nig Canadian war. Further, we realize 
that the manufacturing of war sup- 
plies has grown to be a tremendous 
factor in our national life. The pro- 
duction of wheat and munitions al- 
ready seriously clashes with recruit- 
ing the big armies thar Canada feels 
it her duty to send abroad. The sig- 
nificance of it all is that instead of 
the widespread unemployment of a 
year ago, there is now a-scarcity of 
labor felt more keenly than in any 
other period of Can.dian history. The 
situation grows more acute every day. 
Obviously, for national reasons, we 
cannot look to the United States for 
aid, and even if we would, the United 
States cannot itself find labor enough 
to meet its own demands. Canada, 
when we think of the individual, is, 
therefore, highly prosperous and must 
remain so. 

The end of the war may change the 
present conditions of our prosperity, 
but i: will not decrease its volume. To 
my thinking, the two countries of the 
world that will most benefit upon the 
declaration of peace, and from ‘the 
feeling of security, enthusiasm and en- 
terprise whic), wil. then hold sway, 
will be Russia and Canada. Both have 
resources untouched; both have other 
resources only partially, one might 
say superficially, developed. .The tariff 
troubles that were for many years a 
source Of grave a sagreement between 
Russia and Germany will be removed 
and Russia will have qa free, unre- 
stricted roadway to her rightful “place 
in the sun.” The development of the 
country wil be enormous. Is it too 
much to hope that Canadian enter- 
prise will play a part in that great 

»velopment, ev-th as Toronto manu- 
facturerg were long ago able to secure 
a strong position in the supplying of 
agricultural implements to other coun- 
tries and Canadian reilway builders 
able to ass‘st nussia during this war 
in constructing the lines so much 
needed for military purposes? And 
is it too much to hope that our Can- 
acian manufacturers, hardened by the 
fierce: competition they have had to 
meet in years rast trained in the ways 
of the world’s markets by war busi- 
ness, and skilled to take command of 
new situations by that same war busi- 
ness, will be able to assist Russia in 
building up her resources? Further, 
Canadian manufacturerg realize now 
tnat they har s a place in world trade 
and feel fully competent and confident 
that they will take that place. 

Our period of construction has been 
talked of the world over, and some 
even of ourselves have failed to realize 
thac it was a necessary stage in the 
country’s gvowth, Nor have we even 
yet fully realized all its many benefits. 
Have we stopped to consider that all 
of the big men of the country—we 
might say the brains of the country— 
and our industries, particularly those 
producing structural equipment and 
materials, have been developed for 
just such a situation as will-exist in 
this. world when the war is over? Un- 
der the stimulus of the country's rap- 
id growth and the gtirring, stern nec- 
essities of the day, both men and 
brains have been developed to an en- 
ormous capacity. Our steel and iron 
industries are extending rapidly. Our 
railway builders, men of every line 
of constructional effort, are ready for 
new tasks. The tasks will be tre 
mendous; not only will shattered 
Kurope have to be picked tu» and put 
together again, but there will be de 
velopments, and building up in every 
country in the wor. to attend to.

Holland is for the Allies 


To some doubts expressed as to the 
sympathy of the Dutch for the en- 
tente allies, Mr. Voorbeitjel, of the}

the forces and rulers of the entente 
allies are enthusiastically cheered, | 
whereas the pictures of Germans are | 
hissed, in spite of protests by tne 
management, anxious to respect neu- 
trality.

Our Great Victory 

The solution of Ler submarine pro- 
blem by Great Britain is the most im 
portant victory won by the allies since 
Russia took Przemys]. Probably it 
would not be too much to say that it 
is the most important allied victory | 
since the battle of the Marne. Jt has 
not been a spectacular victory. Most | 
of the losses of the German submarine 
fleet have been allowed to go unher- 
alded. Nets, mines, armed trawlers 
destroyers—all these Lave done their 
grim work in sile-ce. In  Engiand 
they have long called the navy their 
“senior service’—and in fact, during 
this war, it has simply demonstrated 
its right to that title. The submarine 
presented to the Britsh navy its big- 
gest problem of the war—but the solu- 
tion of that problem has rendered 
English control of the sea more com- 
plete than it was in Napoleon's time.

The German Emperor will make 
himself the Jaughing stock of the 


Prince Elite: Fredrich, King of Ser- 
bia. The Throne of Serbia is not yot 
vacant, and the territory of Serbia 
is st!il unconquered, In spite of the 
fact that its capital has bten trans- 
ferred to a foreign country. The same 
remark applies to Belgium, whose 
capital was removed ‘o France early 
in the war, as was also that of Monte- 
negro a few days ago. There is not a 
sane observer of current events out- 
side of Germany who does not believe 
that each of these three kingdoms will 
be freed from the Teutonic «nvaders 
at or before the conclusion of the war, 
and that each of them will be terri- 
torially enlarged as the result of the 
whole international catacylsm. 

History abounds in precedents for 
this view of the present situation. 
Scotland was overrun in the four- 
teenth centu-y by ‘the English army, 
and her crowned king was for several 
years a fugitive among the mountains 
of his own kingdom, but that kingdom 
was during the interval only in a state 
of suspense. Napoleon Bonaparte in 
1808 made lis own brother, Joseph, 
King of Spain, but the captive Span- 
ish monarch was restored after the 
explosion of the French army in 1814; 
an interval of seven years. Napoleon 
himself took Vienna twice and Ber- 
lin once in the interval between 1805 
and 1809 but it did not occur to anyone 
that these kingdoms had thereby been | 
subjugated. To attempt to inflict a 
German king on either Serbia or Mon- | 
tenegro would at-the present stage of 
the war be regarded as presumptive | 
proof of the insanity of the German | 
monarch. 

Whatever delusions the Kaiser may 
still cherish about beating the allies 
into submission, there is not a com- 
mander in his army or navy, not a 
statesman in his chancellory, not a 
dignitary among his ecclesiastics. not 
a professor in nis universities, no’ an 
economist or a financier worthy of | 
either title in his whole realm that 
regards such an outcome of the war as 
a possibility. They know, if he does 
not, that Germany can permanently 
acquire no territory as the result of 
this war, and that it is possible, if not 
probable, she will lose some. They 
know that the allies can, by adopting 
a certain mode of warfare, cause her! 
to choose between being choked to 
death and being bled to death. I€ is 
still open to Germany to save some- 
thing from the wreck of the empire,

their sale or altogether prohibiting it. 


Britain, where the liquor interests 
are more strongly entrenched than in 
Canada, has seen the beneficial results 
of its restriction regafding the sale 
liquor. Liverpool, wnere the anti- 
treating law has been strictly enforc- 
ed, declares that the new regulations 
have proved the virtual salvation of 
the community. in safe guarding. the 
families of the poor, and others, ftom 
actual poverty. The city formerty had 
the reputation of being one of the 
worst in the kingdom; now it has be- 
come one of the soberest, and a 
drunken person on the streets is a 
rare sight.

Methods of Detecting Life 


Methods Used to Determine Whether 
Wounded Soldiers Are Alive or 
Dead 


.. Three methods uged in the rear of 
the fighting lines by army. surgeons to 
determine in doubtful cases whether 
® soldier who has fallen is alive or 
dead are described in La Clinica Med- 
ica Italiana, and discussed in the cur- 
rént number of the Medical Record, 
The first of these is to drop ether into 
the conjunctival gac of one eye. If 
this is followed by a reddening of the 
conjupctiva, it affords proof that the 
circulation is intact, and that life js 
still present. The other eye is used 
as A control. The second test has been 
recently proposed by Icard. It consists 
in the subcutaneous Jnjection of fluor- 
escin, which, if the individual is still 
living, is soon followed by a yellow- 
ish coloring of the skin and mucusa. 
The conjunctiva and the mucous mem- 
hbrane of the mouth, and particularly 
the frenum of the tongue, show this 
coloration most distinctly. The test 
consists in the injection of eight to 
ten cubic centimeters of a solution of 
20 grams of fluorescin and 80 grame 
of sodium carbonate in 100 grams of 
distilled water. A negative result is 
obtained in cases of marked slowing 
or enfeeblement of the circulation 
as during the agonal condition. The 
third test has recently been proposed 
by Halluin. It consists in the direct 
exploration of the heart by means of a 
stilette. This is introduced throuogh 
a small incision in one of the inter- 
costal spaces. Any movement of the 
heart is communicated to the stilette 
In some cases of suspended animation 
it is possible to arouse cardiac actiy- 


ity by means of gentle movements of 
the stilette, combined with artificial 
respiration._-Springfleld Republican

About Rural ’Phones 


Rural Phones Can be Made to Per 
form’ Many Useful Services 


Until | recently the rural telephone 
has largely gerved as a medium of ex- 
change between farmrsa and for or- 
dering guppies from dealers in town. 
But it has ben demonstrated that the 
rural télephone can’ easily perform 
other gervices of equal importance. 
There are now country districts where 
the telephone company has undertak- 
en to supply a daily news service. At 
a certain hour the telephone rings 
five times. That is the news signal and 
every interested subscriber along the 
line takes down his receiver. Then 
the central operator gives the weather 
report, a condensed market summary 
and important news. It takes but a 
short time to give this information to 
every subscriber, and the line is tied 
up only for a few minutes 

This idea may be carried still fur 
ther. Where the telephone company 
is owned and operated by the farm 
subscribers themselves, the manager 
at the central office may act as a mar- 
ket agent. The subscribers advise 
him of the products they have for 
sale, and those they wish to buy. Near- 
by dealers and others who are “on 
the market” send him their wants. A 
complete list of the products demand- 
ed is made up and read over the 
phone. The subscriber then notifies 
the manager of the business he will 
care for. Farmers are able to sell 
fn fifteen minutes products which 
might take half a day to dispose of, if 
each buyer had to be personally visit- 
ed. It is a great idea. There are many 
other labor saving and profitable 
schemes of a similar nature which 
can be worked out equally well over 
the rura] 'phone.--Orange Judd Farm- 
er. 


The Noose of Sea Power 


It Will Take Many Years For Germany 
to Recover From the Effects of 
the War 


Germany's greatest privilege on the 
seas has been the free use of harbors 
of the nations with which she is now 
at war. Her great transportation 
lines have been built up through the 
utilization of terminal facilities offer- 
ed her by Great Britain, France and 
Italy. She has sought in every way 
to avoid a rupture with Itaky, because 
Italy has long served her as a mari- 
time base. If she is shut out of 
Egypt as well as Italy, her last hold 
on the Mediterranean trade is gone. 
Her liners, except those to the two 
Americas, will become wanderers on 
the face of the seas. 

Germany was justified, in the main, 
in the valuation she put on the mili- 
tary strength of her opponents. Her 
own resources were superior. But 
she grossly underestimated the value 
of the maritime superiority of the 


with her prospects throughout 
war and after the war. Sea 
power ig a noose in which the land 
power has more than once been 
strangled. 

So it will be again. Germany may 
win campaigns and conquer enemy 
territory. But she cannot thus end 
the war or secure her future after the 
war. She will have to face crushing 
war conditions even after she obtains 
peace. It will. be years” after hos- 
tililies cease before she can expect 
to recover from the economic as well 
as the military effects of the world 
struggle into which she over-confid- 
uetly rushed.—New York Tribune.

Working Young Horses 
Great Care Must ‘be 
Overwork the Growing Animal 


Taken Not to 


Some young horses of good size and 
strength can safely be worked at two 
years of age, if they are worked mod- 
erately and handled with care and 
judgment. 

The writer has broken and worked 
two young horses at two years of age, 
and jn both caseg they turned out to 
be splendid mature anrmals. Both 
grew and developed right aiang till 
they were five years of age, but they 
were handled with utmost care and 
fed liberally. 

It is not reasonable to expect a two- 
year-old or a three-year-old horse to 
do a8 much wor! as a mature animal. 
The young horse must be given a 
light load at first, and it must not be 
pushed to its limit during the first. 
working period of its young Hife. It 
ig best to work the young horse with 
a strong and reliable older one, giv- 
ing the younger one advantage over 
the old. A stay chain should be used 
on the older .orse so that he can 
start the load and even pull it by 
himself in hard places. The load for 
the team should never be excessively 
heavy. 

Another {mportan*‘ point 1n working 
the young horse is to never work him 
full days at first, and never crowd 
him to the point of fatigue, especially 
on warm days. Do not try to work 
the Hfe and vim out of the young 
animal at first simply because he has 
life and vim. Such {is apt to ruin his 
spirit and result in a slow or balky 
animal. You wish to preserve his 
vim and spirit for later use 

And, by all means, feed the young 
working anima] liberally of a variety 
to furnish energy for work and mat- 
erials for the building of rich blood, 
muscle, and bons. Feed some oats, 
corn, wheat bran, and alfalfa or clov- 
er hay, with a little of] meal. The 
young animal must be built up in body 
as he works and grows.

London, March 15. — Advices 
from Petrograd describe remark- 
able progress im Persia of the 
Russian troops, who are movin 
swiftly over difficult roads an 
in the face of considerable op- 
position ‘toward the Mesopotam- 
ian frontier, where shortly they 
expect to be in touch with, the 
British forces at Kut-el-Amara 
and the relieving column under 
Generals'Lake and Aylmer. In 
their advance against the Turks 
along the Black sea littoral to- 
ward Trebizond,: the Russians 
have captured additional Turkish 
officers and men, and two ma- 
chine, guns. 

A British column has attacked 
an advanced jpecsition of the 
Turks: in Mesopotamia, bayonet- 


ted a considerable number ot the 
Turks and captured others. 
The Russian Report 
Petrograd, via London, March 
15, 10.42 p.m.—The following‘ of- 
ficial communication was ssucd 
to-day : 
“Western (Russian) front: A 
German aeroplane flew over the 
vicinity of Freiderichstadt, but 


disappeared after our guns open- 
ed fire on it. An intense gun fire 
was exchanged near Jacobsta lt. 
“Our artillery dispersed a 
strong enemy COnvoy in the neigh 


borhood of the Illoukst and 
Ponelwesch railroad in the 
Dvinsk region. Between lakes 
Medmush and Demmen we suc- 


cessfully shelled marching enemy 
columns. 

Southward of the Stripa river 
and in Galicia we had several 
successful encounters with enemy | 
patrols. 

“Caucasian front: While ccn- 
tinuing ' our pursuit of the Turks 
we have captured 20 additional 
oficers, 346 Askaris, as well 
two mountain guns.’’

Irrigation in Alberta 


The Experience of Irrigation Farmers 
In Wet Vears 

Anh unusualy wet season such as 
1915 naturally raisés the question, 
“How do irrigated crops in the large 
irrigation aféa in Southern Alberta 
fare under guch conditions?” Numer. 
ous theories have been advanced as to 
results under such conditions, but the 
only definite answer is found in the 
testimony of the threshing machine, 
and this seems to indicate that éven 
in a wet year, irrigation is at least 
ho sadvantage, and irrigated crops 
are at least as heavy and mature as 
revel as those grown without irriga- 
tion. 

As an example may be quoted the 
experience of Mr. R. P. Hansen, who 
farms a short distance east of Leéth- 
bridge, Alberta. All the stubble land 
on his farm was heavily irrigated in 
the fall of 1914 as a preparation for 
the 1916 crop, the water being ap- 
lied from September 20 to October 5, 
Juring the month of October and 
early in Novémber, this land was 
plowed to a depth of five inches and 
was left .in that condition until the 
spring of 1915, when it was harrow- 
ed twice about the middle of April. 
It was then double disced, harrowed 
and levelled. It was alcerwards seed- 
ed at the rate of two and a half bush- 
els to the acre with oats, the ground 
being seeded to a depth of three 
inches. This fiela consisted of 40 
acres, and when the oats were thresh- 
ed in the fall of 1915 they yielded 4,- 
037 bushels, or an average of 191 bush- 
els to the acre. 

Land on the same farm on which 
barley was grown was similarty irri- 
gated in the fall of 1914, and was plow- 
ed in the spring of 1915 to a depth of 
six inches, the area plowed each day 
being harrowed the same evening. 
The barley yieldud an average of 54 
bushels to the acre. 

Although neither oats nor barley 
was seeded early and the land for 
both crops was heavily fall irrigated 
and received the heavy rainfall of 
1915, yet the crops matured at an 
early date with the yields above stat- 
ed. 

On the whole the net result of a 
season such as 1915 in Southern Al- 
berta, seems to prove that the soil is 
immensely fertile when sufficient wa- 
ter is applied at the right time, and 
that irrigation of grain crops is at 
least no disadvantage in a wet season, 
whereas it guarantees the farmer 
against loss trom drouth in any or- 
dinary year

Conditions in the West Appear Very 
Favorable For a Good Crop in 
the Coming Season 


Production igs now fully recognized 
as the basic element in the nation’s 
strength, and the report that farms in 
the great wheat belt are in exception- 
ally good condition to receive the crop 
hext year will be welcomed through- 
out the Dominion. Even if a repeti- 
tion of last year’s phenomenal crop is 


not expected, the indications for an 
abundant yield will strengthen and 
sustain public confidence. This is 


highly important While there should 
be no encouragement to extravagance 
or waste, it is desirable and necessary 
that business and productive industry 
should proceed, encouraged by an as 
surance of prosperous conditions. Fear 
of depression will bring depression in 
war time as in peace, and needless 
shrinkages will be avoided by a con- 
fident outlook. 

That the ground is in an excetlent 
condition to receive the crop, and the 
furmers are exceptionally well pre- 
pared fex the work of seeding, is the 
statement of Mr. George Lane of Cal- 
gary, whose farming and ranching 
operations are probably more exten- 
sive than those of any individual 
farmer in the Canadian west In an 
interview published recently he said 
he had not, in thirty years’ experience 
seen the ground in petter shape to re 
ceive the crop than it is now, This 
should allay fears arising through the 
common assumption thut a crop like 
that of the past season exhausts the 
soil and will not be repeated until pro- 
cesses of restoration hawe been effec- 
tive The farmers have plenty of 
good seed and abundance of every 
thing required for the Opening sea 
s0n The ground is in excellent 
shape. If weather conditions are fay 
orable in spring aud an early start 


can be made the empire's granary 
inuy again be overflowing 
The west is not unnaturally sensi 


tive about advice freely tendered from 
the east regarding mixed farming, so 
it is gratifying that a representative 
western farmer should tell, with evi 
dent satisfaction, of the live stock 
output aud the prosperous condition 
of this branch of farming. War may 
intensify the need for workers, but 
may also, with governmental courage, 
facilitate the work of providing re

sive Germany, they would probably be 
made much more exacting when the 
time came to formylate them official- 
ly. The reader will notice the differ- 
ence between the two gets of terms. 
The following represent the demands 
of a victorious Germany: ‘ 

The c&ssion of all France’s overseas 
empire, amounting to 4,397,826 square 
miles, with a population of approxi- 
mately 65,000,000. 

The cession of north-eastern France, 
which includes some of the richest 
iron districts in Central Europe, and 
hag numerous blast furnaces and iron 
works. 

The demolition of ail French forts 
on that frontier. 

The reduction of the French 
to 200,000 (from three million). 

The signing of a treaty of com- 
merce on terms to be dictated by Ger- 
many. | 

The payment of an indemnity of 
$4,000,000,000, Germany to practically 
oceupy the country until two-thirds 
had peen paid in gold. 

France to abandon Britain and Rus- 
sia and sign an alliance with Ger- 
many for a period of 25 years. 

Those are only the terms to be de- 
manded from France according to 
Professor Hasekal. England was to 
be occupied by German troops and the 
British overseas dominions were to be 
taken over. Belgium was to be ab- 
sorbed, together with her Congo terri- 
tory in Africa. Poland was to be re- 
established as a part of Austria. The 
Russian Baltic provinces were to be 
given up to Germany. 

The German idea of war is not self- 
tlefence but plunder, and this was 
strikingly illustrated when Bismarck 
visited London about half a century 
ago. He remained silent practically 
all the time he was being taken about 
the priceless treasures of the museum 
or the royal] palaces or art galleries. 
The historical associations of the ven- 
erable Tower of London left him un- 
moved. The exquisite haze that creeps 
about the river during the long Eng- 
lish twilight had no interest for him. 
But when he had seen cverything, he 
roused himself from a fit of abstrac 
tion and murmured ecstatically 
“Wass fur plunder!” (“What a place 
to plunder’). 

That, however, by the way. It may 
be well by way of conclusion to con- 
sider the terms of peace which the 
victorious entente powers will demand 
from the beaten Germanic cmpires 
and their allies. The first step will be 
the restoration of Belgium, Serbia, 
Montenegro and Poland, with an in- 
demnity sufficient to rebuild those 
eountries and to take care of their 
ruined industries for at least twenty | 
years to come. The frontiers of Ger 
many must be readjusted to satisfy 
every legitimate national aspiration of 
those who have the misfortune to be 
her neighbors. Germany must be sep 
arated from France hy her natural 
boundary line of the Khine, and from | 
hiussia by an autonomous kingdom of 
Poland,

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INDIANS RESPOND NOBLY 
WITH DONATIONS 

The Indians of Canada, who 
gave last year some $16,000 
to the Canadian Patriotic Fund, 
are again responding nobly to 
this year’s call. Recent ac- 
knowledgements of subscrip- 
tions received by the minister 
of finance contain donations 
from thirteen Indian bands in

fleet must be destroyed. The markets 
of the entente powrs must be closed 
to the Germanic empires until they 
have purg themsetves of their un- 
cseaness, and especially until they 
have flung the Hohengollerns§ and 
their guilty advisers from power. Ger- 
man immigration into the overseas 
portions of the entente empires must 
be strictly regulated, if rot prohibited 
aitogether, for an indefinite period. 
The Balkan kingdoms must be recon- 
stituted, as iar as practicable, in ac- 
cordance with nationalist principles, 
and also taking into aécount the atti- 
tude of its various peoples towards 
this war for civilization. Italy must 
receive special consideration, both in 
the north, where thero are large num- 
bers of her gons under Austrian rule, 
and in Mibanta. Turkey will have to 
be thrown right out of Kurope. Rus- 
sia, in that case, would probably ob- 
tain Constantinople in addition to ter- 
ritorial compensation in Bast Prussia 
and elsewhere, Japan will no doubt 
find satisfaction in the retention of 
Kiau Chav, and possibly some other 
portiong of the German overseas em- 
pire. ~ 

The indemnity question will no 
doubt receive special consideration. 
Germany has crippled herself terribly 
in her mad adventure, but the allies 
must think of justice, before mercy, 
and in this connection any nonsense 
from the pacificist cranks must * 
overwhelmed immediately by the 
whole force of public opinion. The fut- 
ure of the world for a century to come 
is just as much at stake in settling 
the terms of peace as jin winning the 
war. There is jusi one other point 
worth mentioning, and that is that the 
allies should, and probably will, refuse 
to recognize the Kaiser or the govern- 
ment or any of fhose who are consid- 
ered to be responsible for the war. 
The German people wil] have to bear 
the terrible cost of it, and the allies 
should treat with them direct through 
their parliament. 


Secret of the Snow 


Neither the Scientist or Philosopher 
Has Been Able to Enter Into Its 
Secrets 


One of the wisdom writers of the 
Scriptures asks the question, who has 
entered into the secret of the snow? 
Since the query was propounded 
science has entered into the secret of 
its crystology, and the beautiful forms 
of the snownakes have been made 
familiar to all. It h»s been shown to 
naye as beautiful forms as crystalizea 
salts or rock crystals. But tne secret 
of the snow has been little revealed 
through all tne ages of human kind. 
the Arctic explorers have traversed 
the vast wastes of snow and ice above 
tne latitudes of perpetual winter and 
they have described the illumination 
of the snow plains by the aurora bore- 
alis and by tne rays of tue midnight 
sun. But the seeret of the snow has 


Up in the lofty Rockies are raging 
at the present moment snowstorms 
that cause the wolves to hide in their 
lairs.and the deer to seek cover. The 
wild sweep of the blizzard rages far 
from all human habitation and the 
drifts fill the crevices and slide down 
the sides of the loft-- mountain peaks.

Where is 
the painter with hardihood to enter 
the fearful domain of the snow king 
and seek his hospitality as he pictures 
the possibility of the puman mind to 
conceive. 

With all that has been done to il- 
luminate and to illustrate the snow 
the subject still remains one of such 
varied interest and approach that 
neither the scientist nor the artist, nor 
the poet, nor the philosopher has ever 
been able to enter into its secrets. 
The rivers on their way to the sea and 
the song they intore in their mighty 
cascade-sweep to the eternal reservoir 
is that of the secret of the snow. The 
rivulets opened up by the spring sun- 
shine move forward to the rivers and 
tintinabulate the song of the secret of 
tue snow as they wind their way to- 
ward the point of confluence. very 
icicle dripping from the snow-thawed 
eaves of the house, is the depository 
of the secret of the snow.

Annual Report of the Work of the 
Dominion Commission 


It “is doubtful if any subject, ex- 
cepting only the war itself, at this 
junctute in the world’s history is 
commanding More attention than the 
products of the dafry, with which 
cold storage is intimately altied 
Therefore, the report of the dairy 
and cold storage commissioner for 
the fiscal year ending March 81st, 
1915, recently issued, and which can 
be had on application to the publica- 
tions branch, department of agri- 
culture, Ottawa, will doubtless be re- 
ceived with more than ordinary at- 
tention. The commissioner, Mr. J. A. 
oe briefly records his expert- 
enve Ona visit to Kurope as Canad- 
jan government delegate to the 
sixth International Dairy Congress 
held in June, 1914, at Berne, Switzer 
land. Returning via England, he 
found that possible favor, command. 
ing even a better price than that of 
New Zealand, where special and un- 
remittent efforts are being made to 
capture the British trade in dairy 
products, and where the cheese fac- 
tories have recently greatly increased 
in number. (Canadian cheese, Mr. 
Ruddick testifies, has become the 
standard for all ‘mportations. He 
paid a visit of inspection to the cen 
tres of the Chedder cheese industry 
in Shropshire, Flintshire, and Che- 
shire and was surprised at its extent 

An interesting account is given in 
the report of the extension of market- 
ing facilities and of the operations of 
the Finch and Brome (dairy stations 
Other matters dealt with are the 
dairy herd records, excess of water in 
butter, inspection of weighing butter 
and cheese, the activities of the Pre 
cooling and Experimental Fruit Stor- 
age warehouse, at Grimsby, Ont., cold 
storage progress, publications and 
meetings. An exceptionally full ap- 
pendix covering ninety-six pages, and 
divided into twelve sections, deals 
historically with the twenty-five 
years’ life work of the assistant 
dairy commissioner, Mr. J. C. Cha 
pais, with the work of the chief of 
the markets extension division, in 
connection with which a quantity of 
valuable infornfation is furnished 
regarding the needs and methods of 
the British and French markets with 
tables of prices of every variety of 
farm and garden produce and stock 
at each month in the war; and with 
dairy herd records and tests in dif- 
ferent provinces. Reports in full are 
also furnished as parts of the appen- 
dix of the cold storage inspector, of 
the chief inspector of dairy products, 
of the fruit, cold storage and transpor- 
tation investigations division, and of 
the inspector of weighing of butter 
and cheese, the whole concluding with 
Statistics of the total Canadian ex- 
ports and imports of butter and 
cheese for the last 35 years, for the 
last seven years of the Canadian ex- 
ports of chéese, butter, cream, con- 
densed milk, casein and fresh milk, 
and for the last 11 yeurs of the total 
exports of cheese and butter by all 
countries. 


SOLDIERS MAY HELP 
WITH THE SEEDING 


Desirable That as Large as Possible 
an Acreage be Planted This 
Year 
Men training for- overseas service 
will be allowed to take part in the 
spring seeding throughout the Dom.n- 
ion. A short time ago E. N. Lewis, 
M.P., called the attention of the min- 
ister of militia to the fact that it 
would be desirable for Canada to 
plant as large an acreage as possible 
this year, that a great crop might be 
grown and garnered for the benefit of 
Canada, of Britain and of her allies. 
General Hughes is therefore issuing 
orderg through the divisional com- 
manders that men in units throughout 
the country may obtain leave of ab- 
sence from their military duties in 
the spring for a sufficient length of 
time to enable them to plant the seed 
for the crops in every province in 
Canada. In doing this, General 
General Hughes is following the pre- 
cedent set last summer, when the sold- 
fers in training were allowed to help 

in the harvest.

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RAGE REPORT} HUGE RUSSIAN TRADE 


Dr. J. D. Prince Urges Efficient Means 
in Getting After it 


Dr. J. D. Prinee, professor of Slav- 
onic languages at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New York, speaking at a lunch- 
eon of the Canadian Club at Montreal, 
impressed upon the club the import- 
ance of cultivating more extensive 
trade relations with Russia during the 
war, 80 that after the war was over 
the Dominion might bear its share in 
permanently ousting the Germans 


from Russian trade. There was a very | 


large attendance and much interest 
was aroused by Dr. Prince's explana 
tlon of Russia's advance during the 
past few years and the opportunities 
that are opening up for extended 
trade. 

He pointed out that before the war 
practically all Russia's foreign trade 
was handled by the Germans, This 
huge trade could be taken over by 
Canada, in part at least, if it adopted 
the same efficient means of getting 
after it, such as working through trade 
agents, and especially training men 
at the universities and in business 
ways s0 that they would not only un- 
derstand Russian conditions, but be 


able to speak the language.. This lat- | 


ter, Dr. Prince emphasized, was a 
prime factor, and he advocated the 
establishment of work along these 


lines in at least two Canadian univer- 
sities, one in the east and one in the 
west.

Testing Seed Grain 


Many Samples of Oats and Barley 
Show Signs of Frost Damage and 
Are Unfit For Seed 


Germination tests made on oats, 
wheat and barley this fall at the Do- 
minion seed laboratory, at Calgary, 
show that there are 
quantities of oats and harley, par- 
ticularly in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan which are unfit for seed. The 
average percentage germination for 


of the samples of 
ceived have germinated up 
standard which is 95 per cent. More- 
over the avefage preliminary count 
which {s made at the end of six days 
is as low as 35 per cent. Good seed 
oats should give a preliminary count 
of 85 per cent. to 90 per cent. and a 
final (14-day) count of 90 per cent. 
to 98 per cent. of vital seeds. 

Samples of oats received from Sas- 
katchewan are somewhat bettér. The 
average preliminary count is 50 per 
cent. and the average final count is 
86 per cent. Many samples show ecvi- 
dence of frost injury, these always 
giving low percentages of vital seeds, 
both in the preliminary and final 
counts. Alberta parley has also given 
low germination percentages. The 
average preliminary (6-day) count is 
2 per cent. and the average final (14- 
day) count is 70 per cent. These fig- 
ures are very low and indicate that 
considerable proportions of Alberta 
oats and barley and Sasaktchewan 
oats are weak in vitality and unde- 
sirable for seed purposes. 

As one of the first essentials for 
a good crop of any kind is good seed, 
it is important that only good seed 
with strong germination energy and 
a high percentage of germinable 
seeds should be used. The germina- 
tion energy of a sample is indicated 
by the percentage of seeds which 
germinate during the first four or 
five days of the test. The premilin- 
ary count, therefore, is an index of 


the germination energy. If, for ex- 
ample, the preliminary count on a 
sample of oats is 25 per cent., the 


germination energy of the sample is 
very low, but if the preliminary 
count is 90 per cent., the germina- 
tion energy is strong. Two samples 
May vary as widely as_ this in the 
preliminary count, but may contain 
the same percentage of vital seeds 

in which case the final counts 
would be the same. If the final 
counts only were considered, one of 
these samples would be thought to 
be as good as the other, while in 
reality one jig good seed and _ the 
other undesirable for use as

FIRE SPREADING IN THE 
ANTHRACITE COAL BEDS 


Blaze Started Sixty Years Ago Has 
Burned Through Immense Con- 
crete Wall 


The famous mine fire, which has 
been raging now for more than sixty 
years, and which started at Summit 
Hill, Penn., near the spot where Phil- 
lip Ginter discovered anthracite coal 
in 1871, has burned through the im- 
mense concrete wall which the Le 
high Coal and Navigation Company 
sank in front of it deep down into the 
earth several years ago, at a cost of 
more than a million dollars. It is 
now threatening the mammoth vein 
in the Panther Creek valley, the larg- 
est and richest vein of anthracite in 
the world. 

The wall, 


which was sunk into the 


ground to u depth of 100 feet, was 
fifteen feet thick, of solid concrete, 
and experts believed that the sub- 
terranean fire would never eat 
through it, but that it would pre- 
vent jt from spreading any farther
